CONDITION AND PROSPECTS OF THE PRES 
ENT CROP.

New York, June 17.—Bradstreet’ #to-mor- 
row will publish a report of the condition 
and prospects of the cotton crop, based on

ELECTRICITY. 
WHAT IS IT WONTH WHEN IT IS STORED UP? 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
New Yor«, June 17.—Prof. W. E. Sawyer, 
the electrician, writes as follows to the 
Herald: “* Mueh has been printed, within a 
very few days, concerning the discovery by 
the French savant Faure of a method of 
condensing eieetricity. Coming to us with the 
indorsement of no less an authority thaa Sir 
William Thompson, it would be a solution of 
certain difficulties relating to the general use 
of this subtle fluid. The invention of Faure 
is certainly a remarkable advance, but its 
real position is not that of a new 
discovery of science, but rather of 
a more efficacious method of condensing 
electricity than the secondary battery of 
Planti.

PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY.

Kryeston, June 17.—ln the General 
Assembly of Presbyterians, the question of 
teaching the Biblein schools excited a long 
debate. All were agreed that it would be de- 
sirable to have the Bible read in the public 
schools, but, owing to the fact thata long 
agitation on the question has just closed in 
the Maritime Provinces, which the School 
Commissioners did not wish reopened, it was 
decided not to take any action in the matter.

NORTHWEST CATTLE-RANCHES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribun-, 

OTTAWA, June 17.—The cattle-ranches, 
seven in number, so far selected in the Cana- 
dian Northwest, are located side by side, ex- 
tending southward from the Bow River Dis- 
trict. The most northern of them all is the 
Cochrane ranche. ‘There are reports of 
jealousy on the part of smaller cattle-raisers 
in the Nortnwest against the establishment 
of the larger class of ranches. Canada has 
not yet a Ranch-law such as obtainsin the 
Western Territories of the United States. It 
will be within the province of the Northwest 
Council to provide for the contingencies of 
the ranche-service by suitable regulations. 
Most of the difficulties which have 
arisen between rival ranch-men 
in American Territories have been on 
account of the scarcity or entire absence of 
water on some of the ranches, also the 
scarcity of pasture, resulting from long 
droughts, etc. It so happened that each of 
the proposed ranchesin the Bow River Dis- 
trict has a stream of water running through 
it; and the country is less liable to drought 
than the more southern Territories. ‘The 
Department will have each ranch surveyed, 
and its outside boundaries plainly marked. 
It will be optional with the lessee whether 
or not to inclose it, The usual course is 
the employment of mounted herdsmen. The 
success of cattle-ranches in the Canadian 
Northwest appears to depend principally on 
the question whether cattle can subsist 
throughout the winter. Ifso,—and it is con- 
fidently believed they can,—the future of the 
cattle-raising business in that quarter, ona 
scale of surpassing magnitude, is insured.

THE ADMINISTRATION AND THE VIR- 
GINIA CAMPAIGN. 
Washington dispatches represent that 
“Tucker and other prominent Democrats 
have said to the President that if the Admin- 
istration supports Mahone in the Virginia 
campaign the Democratic Congress will con- 
sider it a matter for their resentment.” We 
fancy that Tucker, of Virginia, who sought 
an interyiew with the President the other 
day upon the subject, is chiefly responsible 
for the threat implied in the above para- 
graph. Tucker has served notice upon the 
Administration in effect that the Confeder- 
ates in the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives will do all they can to embarrass 
the public business in a certain event. If 
‘Lucker could be fairly regarded as spokes- 
man for the Confederate party in such 
a matter, a very serious charge would lie 
against that organization, and a realization 
of the threat conveyed by Tucker would 
bring new contempt and distrust upon the 
party which made it. Perhaps it is merely a 
Bourbon clique in Congress which would 
support Tucker’s disgraceful menace, and in 
that ease the threat is more of an imperti- 
nence than anything else.

The Bourbon effort to prevent President 
Garfield from aiding the Mahone movement is 
important only to the extent that it signifies 
Bourbon apprehension of the success of Ma- 
hone’s party. The threat of Congressional 
resentment carries no force with it. It the 
Mahone party shall succeed in carrying the 
State, the Bourbons will “sing small.” They 
will not be in a position to carry the fight 
into Congress and punish the Administration 
for taking part in the struggle. if the Bour- 
bons shall triumph, they will be satisfied 
with the result and will have no special de- 
sire to court public condemnation by making 
partisan war upon an Administration which 
did not succeed in furnishing effcctive aid to 
their opponents. The only purpose of the 
Tucker crowd of Virginians was to intiinl- 
date the President and ward off an opposi- 
tion which they fear. Such an attempt 
should have the effect to stimulate the Ad- 
ministration to some positive effort in behalf 
of the Mahone movement, which is all that 
is needed to cement the union between the 
Republicans and the Liberals in Virginia. 
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CONKLING THE “ ORATOR AND STATES- 
NX IL 


On the 5th of December, 1859, Roscoe 
Conkling, then 30 years old, took his seat for 
the first time in the House of Representa- 
tives. James Buchanan was then President, 
and the Southern politicians were preparing 
the way for the great work of secession, dis- 
union, and Civil War. That Congress was 
the one immediately preceding the Rebell- 
jon, and afforded an opportunity for the dis- 
play of ability ‘and patriotism such as had 
never existed before in the history of the 
country. To an.“ orator” the chances for 
winning distinction had never been equaled. 
That Congress expired in March, 1861, and 
witnessed the withdrawal of delegations 
from several of the seceding States, and was 
followed in April, 1861, by actual hostilities 
at Sumter. Mr. Conkling took his seat at 
the beginning of his second term on 
the 4th of July, 1861, and served until 
March, 1863. In the November preceding, 
at the election in 1862 for Congress, Mr. 
Conkling was a candidate for his third term, 
but was defeated by Mr. Kernan, since then 
a Senator from New York, and now a Demo- 
cratic candidate at Albany to succeed Platt. 
At the Presidential election in 1864, Mr. 
Conkling was elected to succeed Mr. Ker- 
nan, and entered Congress in December, 1565, 
serving until March, 1867. At the election in 
1865 the Republicans of New York ®lected 
108 members of the State Legislature, being 
precisely the number they have now. The 
term of Mr. Harris in the United States Sen- 
ate being about to expire, Mr. Conkling was 
elected Senator. Since December, 1867, Mr. 
Conkling has continued in the Senate until 
May, 1881, something over fourteen years, 
which, with his six years in the House, 
makes his total service in Congress 
twenty years. During this period, the whole 
tragedy of secession and civil war took place: 
the questions of reconstruction, the amend- 
ments to the Constitution, the financial prob- 
lems of the War, the condition of the green- 
back currency, the funding of the debt, the 
legislation leading to the resumption of specie 
payments, all the legislation concerning suf- 
frage and civil rights, the impeachment of 
Andrew Johnson, the disputed Electoral vote 
in 1876, the silver question, the Mormon 
question, and the subject of the tariff,—all 
these questions, embracing the entire func- 
tions of the Government, both in peace and 
at war, and covering every social and polit- 
ical subject that can be reached by legisla- 
tion, have passed in review before Congress, 
and some of.them been continuously under 
consideration. 

Mr. Conkling is now held up to the coun- 
try as a gifted orator, who has startled 
Senates, captured Courts, and so swayed the 
multitudes of the people that under the spell 
_of his sublime utterances he has, solitary and 
alone, elected Grant twice, and Hayes and 
Gartield, and saved the Republican party 
from ruin and defeat. ‘ 

In addition it is claimed that his states- 
manship has been so masterly that under 
hiscontrol in Congress he has by the great 
legislative products of his mind so shaped 
the policy of the Government that the 
Republican party has carried the Nation 
safely through all its perils, and brought it 
to its present perfection and prosperity. 

Now, what is the record actually made by 
this all-powerful orator and statesman dur- 
ing his twenty years’ service in the two 
Houses of Congress? Can any man recall 
any speech made by him on any subject 
which has outlived in the public mind the 
announcement that he spoke on such a day 
on a given subject? Can any man remember 
to have ever read aspeech by Mr. Conkling 
upon any public question and recall any 
point or argument made by him? Of course 
we do not refer to any of the indecorous per- 
sonalities in which he participated, and 
which were generally, if not always, pro- 
voked by his offensive assumptions of superi- 
ority. There is not a word of debate, not a 
line, not a sentence, not a speech, not 
a sentiment uttered by Roscoe Conkling 
on any one of the many great questions 
which have been before Congress during his 
term oftwenty years which has survived in 
popular memory its utterance. Is this the 
record of an illustrious orator, a man who is 
supposed to have eclipsed in speech the most 
gifted of all his predecessors in the public 
councils ? 

Nor is Mr. Conkling’s reèord as a states- 
man any more brilliant or distinguished 
than as an orator. Whoever heard of a de- 
bate on “Conkling’s bill” for any pur- 
pose? What measure, not pertaining to 
officeholding, did Mr. Conkling ever pro- 
pose, or originate, or even advocate to the 
extent of having his name identified with it? 
Who can refer te the date when Mr. Conk- 
ling fashioned and framed a bill upon any of 
the scores of great vital questions of gov- 
ernment which have e®grossed the atten- 
tion of Congress and of the people during 
the last twenty years? Thanks to the 
newspapers, Mr. Conkling’s fame as an 
orator is remembered ior his brilliant 
speech advocating the confirmation by the 
Republican Senate of Simmons to be Col- 
lector of Boston, in defiance of the protest and 
remonstrance of the two Republican Sena- 
tors from Massachusetts. But apart from 
that and his celebrated resolution to arrest 
and imprison any person refusing to give in- 
formation as to the publication of proceed- 
ings in executive session of the Senate, Mr. 
Conkling’s fame as an orator and statesman 
is a blank,—as blank as if he had never been 
in Congress. 

What, then, has engaged Mr. Conkling’s 
time since he has been in Congress? He has 
been an officebroker, the supporter of jobs, 
a dealer in patronage; and by this business 
has been able to become “Boss” of 
the Republican party in New York. 
As “ Boss” in 1880, he promised the 
solid vote of New York in the Chicago 
Convention, and came here to deliver it. He 
failed. The Republican States of the coun- 
try refused to permit Mr. Conkling to rule 
them. They sustained the independent New- 


vantage for themselves even at the sacfifice

MR. EVARTS ON BIMETALLISM. 

We printed yesterday morning a portion of 
thé@mddress recently delivered by the ton. 
William M. Evarts before the International 
Monetary Conference. It isa strong appeal 


for the double standard. Its most valuable : 


portions are those which are intended to dis- 
abuse the Europeans of the notion that the 
United States urges an international agree- 
ment upon a standard of value between the 
two metals for purely selfish reasons, and 
those which reply to the address of M. 
Firmez, the Belgian Commissioner, who ar- 
gued against bimetallism. Mr. Evarts gave 
a very excellent reason why it is in the inter- 
est of the American people that there should 
be an agreed and uniform ratio between gold 
and silver. America is an independent 
continent, lying between Europe and Asia, 
and nearer to each than either of 
those continents is to the other. Silver 
is the money of Asia; the tendency 
of late years has been to make 
gold the exclusive money of Europe. The 
American people now furnish Europe with 
the deficiency in its own supply of breadstuffs 
and provisions, and confidently expect to 
take the lead in furnishing the countries of 
the East with the products of skilled labor. 
It is consequently in the interest of America, 
occupying this middle ground, that there 
should be a common standard of money for 
exchanges. There is more philosophy in 
such a theory than in the false notion that 
America has too much silver and wants to 
unload a part of it on Europe. Mr. Evarts 
points out that the American mines yield 
gold and silver in about equal quantities, and 
that our people have no more interest in one 
than the other per se. He also reminds 
the financiers of Europe that the United 
States has not coined any more silver than it 
can take care of, and may at any time protect 
itself against an overabundance of silver 
money by the suspension of coinage. Ile 
might have gone still further and laid special 
emphasis upon the fact that, in the course of 
international trade, the United States is 
pretty sure to secure more than its share of 
gold coin if the money of the world is to be 
Aimited to that metal. Mr. Evarts’ reply to 
the theory advanced by M. Firmez, to the 
effect that the law fixing the rates between 
the two metals would be powerless because 
it would be opposed to the law of nature, 
was also forcible. The best answer to such 
a theory is that a ratio was maintained. by 
common consent of nations up to about 1870, 
or about the time when Governments by law 
or agreement sought to exclude silver par- 
tially or wholly from monetary use. Nature 
has not given the world any other metals 
than silver and gold which are practicable as 
money, and the aggregate supply of these 
two is not redundant. It is far better that 
the monetary use of both should be flxed by 
what Mr. arts calls a consensus of na- 
tions, thus assuring equal Values and propor- 
tions the world aver, than to parcel out sil- 
ver to part of the world and gold to the other 
part, which is the English, and hence the 
Belgian, idea of solving the problem. Mr. 
Evarts’ address, if earefully considered by 
the European delegates, ought to have exer- 
cised an influence which may be apparent 
when the Conference reconvenes. 


THE NATURE OF un CONKLING’S MA- 
CHINE. 


In order to know the value of the machine 
in politics to ex-Senator Conkling, it is 
necessary to understand its organization in 
the Republican party in the City of New 
York. There are twenty-four Assembly dis- 
tricts in the city, and the party there is pre- 
sided over by a Central Republican Commit- 
tee. Within this Central Committee there is 
an Executive Committee, which is the real 
authority. The Constitution“ declares that 
“all the proceedings of the Executive Com- 
mittee “shall be kept strictly secret.“ The 
system in accordance with which Republican 
party politics is managed in the City of 
New York was devised by Aaron Burr. It is 
popularly known as the spoils system,“ and 
technically as the Burrian Code.” Both 
the Albany Regency and the Tammany So- 
ciety were organized on the same plan; and 
the object of both was to make the people 
pay for their own subjugation through their 
robbery by means of the spoils system. The 
real watchwords of this system are se- 
erecy and despotism.“ It is modeled on the 
plan of the old Romish Church Inquisition. 
It may not immure its recalcitrants in dun- 
geons or burn them at the stake, but it un- 
dertakes to ruin them politically as thor- 
oughly as ever Pope disgraced or killed con- 
tumacious priest or noisy heretic. There 
are fifty thousand Republican voters in the 
City of New York, but the club which is 
represented by the Central and Executive 
Committees numbers only six or seven thou- 
sand members. ‘To become a member of this 
club itis necessary not merely to be a true 
Republican. The applicant for membership 
must be proposed as a member of the pri- 
mary of his district and his name posted 
on the bulletin-board. The name then 
goes to the Committee on Admis- 
sions. If the Committee reports ad- 
versely that is the end of that application: if 
it report favorably and a majority of the 
members vote in the aflirmative, the appli- 
cant becomes a member upon signing the 
roll. This roll, or constitution, “ pledges” 
him as follows: 

1. “To support the Republican party or- 
ganization, of which the Association is 
recognized portion,” 

2. “To submit to the legally expressed ac- 
tion of the Association and of the Central 
Committee.“ 

3. To honorably sustnin all nominations 
made by the Republican party through its 
legally-constituted conventions called or 
recognized by the Central Committee.” 

4. Not to become a member of any com- 
mittee or body which does not recognize the 
authority of the Association.“ 

The constitution also provides for a stand- 
ing committee of investigation on the sub- 
ject of the entorcement of these pledges, and 
for any willful failure “to keep the pledge of 
membership, any guilty member may be ex- 
pelled by the vote of a majority at any 
meeting.” 

It is worthy of note that these “ pledges” 
do not enjoin either fidelity to principles or 
support of party, but mere obedience to the 
decrees of the Central Committee and its 
organization. They also bind members to 
sustain all nominatione—the bad as well as 
the good—which shall be made by the six 
or seven thousand members of the club in 
a body of fifty thousand Republican voters. 
Of this system Mr. Dorman B. Eaton well 
says:

In other 
words, itis only by the use of spoils that 
40,000 of the Republicans of New York City 
can be held in subordination by a select 
crowd of six or seven thousand ward-buin- 
mers under the control of alittle coterie of 
machine managers. ° 


Among the distinguished men whe have 
visited this city of late there is none who en- 
joys or who merits the respect and confi- 
denee of the American people more unre- 
servedly than the Hon. Hannibal Hamlin. 
This gentleman has been in the public serv- 
ice for more than forty years. He entered 
the service of the State of Maine as long ago 
as 1836; was elected to Congress in 1543, and, 
after an honorable service in the House of 
Representatives, was promoted to the Senate 
in 1848, and remained in that body until Mareh 
1881, with the exception of the four years he 
presided over its deliberations as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States. He voluntarily 
retired from publie life, leaving behind him 
a record for fidelity, Industry, and personal 
rectitude which has no superior. 

In Congress he enjoyed the unquestioned 
respect and confidence of all his associates of 
all parties and shades of polities. Until 1854 
he was conspicuous as a member of the 
Democratic party, and in the Senate was for 
many years, under Democratic rule, the la- 
borious and faithful Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Commerce. When the time came 
that he could no longer aet with the Demo- 
cratie party, he resigned the Chairmanship of 
that Committee and the other distinctions 
conferred upon him by the Democratic ma- 
jority. His action at all times and under all 
circumstances has been open, frank, and 
fearless. He has been a man of no dis- 
guises, and to this most distinguishing mark 
of his character is he indebted for the un- 
usual respect and confidence entertained for 
him by his countrymen without distinction 
of party. 

Mr. Hamlin will always rank among the 
most useful statesmen who have given their 
services to thecountry. In Congress, wheth- 
eras Senator or Representative, he was dis- 
tinguished for his indefatigable industry. 
He never neglected any duty; was prompt 
and unfailing in his labors on Committees 
andin his attendance. He was invaluable 
because of his ripe experience and because 
of his intelligent knowledge of the affairs 
and interests of the country. He served 
Maine long and acceptably, and in so doing 
was all the more a useful and valuable 
servant of the whole community. 

The period covered by Mr. Hamlin’s pub- 
lie service has been the most important in 
the history of the Nation. It began in the Ad- 
ministration of Gen. Jackson, and terminat- 
ed with that of Mr. Hayes. Previous to his 
elecuon to Congress he had served several 
years in the Maine Legislature, beginning as 
far back as 1836. During these forty-five 
years he was a member of the Legislature, a 
Representative in Congress, Governor 
of the State of Maine, Collector of 
Customs in Boston, Vice-President of the 
United States, and in all was twenty-four 
years a member of the United States Senate. 
Except the office of Collector, which he re- 
signed after a year’s service, he filled all the 
other oflices by the choice of the people or 
by the hardly, less popular election by the 
State Legislature, 

And now, at the age of 72 years, active and 
vigorous in body, and with all his intellect- 
ual faculties as brilliant as ever, he has vol- 
untarily retired from public life, and shares 
with his countrymen the general political 
and industrial prosperity of the Republic, to 
accomplish which he has so long and effi- 
ciently contributed. In all his life, whether 
as public man or as private citizen, he has 
borne the personal confidence of the public; 
and during his long and memorable career, 
even in the most malignant days of party 
excitement, his character has been unstained 
even by an innuendo directed against his 
personal integrity or fidelity to his country. 
Well may the State of Maine, as well as his 
countrymen generally, be proud of their 
retired statesman, Hannibal Hamlin.

mation, and the same may be said of the 
clothing trade, though both are anticipating 
a brisker trade in the near future. 
Boots and shoes, while not so marked as 
last week by exceptionally large sales, have 
been fairly active, and the footings for June 
so far make avery satisfactory showing. 

Iron is in a peculiar condition, mill work, 
owing to the strike, being out of the market.

has just returned from a visit to Rugby, the, 


colony planted in the wilds of Tennessee by 
Thomas Hughes, gives a discouraging ac- 
count of the situation in which he found the 
settlement. It appears that the people who 
have been attracted to Rugby by the good 
name and fame of Mr. Hughes. or by the 
novelty of the enterprise, are not asarulea 
class who will contribute much to the success 
of the enterprise. They are not farmers nor 
the sons of farmers, and they are 
poorly prepared, both by education 
and disposition, for the hard life and slow ac- 
cumulations of frontiersmen. It is not 
claimed that all the colonists are of this char- 
acter. There is some excellent material 
among them for the development of new 
land, but there is so largea proportion of the 
other class, inexperienced and adventurous 
young men who are without industry and 
are irregular in their habits, that a heavy 
load is placed upon the workers. It is also 
complained that the price of the land, which 
was bought for from $1 to $1.50 an acre, is 
held at altogether too high a price—viz: at 
from $10 to 820 an acre. This complaint is 
emphasized by the fact that the land is not 
the most fertile in the world. The colonists 
all speak in highest terms both of Thomas 
Hughes and his brother, Hastings Hughes, 
who is now in charge at Rugby. ‘The moth- 
er of these worthy men, now in her Sath 
year, is now one of the colonists, and is en- 
joying excellent health. 


AN OLD CLAIM. 


ANew Turn in the Litigation Over the 
Old Indiana Internal Improvement

A WASTE OF MONEY AND A NUISANCE. 

Day before yesterday Mayor Harrison was de- 
livered of one of the wisest and most sensfbie 
ideas which he has had since he became Mayor. 
Wise ideas and sensible suggestions are not in- 
frequent with him when he reads his TRIBUNE 
attentively in the morning, but this utterance 
was particularly good, and deserves a little 
more elaboration than the reporter gave it at 
the time.

bandbill nuisance,—of having clean streets and 
legitimate Aer 

It is a wonder how this curious idea that any- 
— can be done in the way of advertising by 
this 
PROMISCUOUS DISTRIBUTION OF HANDBILIS— 
this circus style—still bangs on. A man who 
grudges the payment of one, two, three, or four 

lars for one or more insertions of his adver- 
tisement in the papers will pay ten or twenty 
dollars or more te a job-printer for the purpose 
of having some dirty —— printed, and then 
hire somebody to stand on the street-corver and 
poke them under the noses of passers-by, and 
has an idea that he is accomplishing something, 
whereas, as a matter of fact, all that he has done 
is to furnish some little Italian - picking 
giris with the material which they collect from 
the streets and seil to the junkman or rag-deai- 
eratacenta pound. A shopkeeper who wishes 
to test the uselesness of this style of advertis- 
ing has only to stand around fora few minutes 
and watch the r which these bills meet 
with. He will find t of 100 people who receive 
them ninety drop them without stopping to look 
at them, about five shove them into their pock- 
ets with some idea of using them for lighting 
the fire or as razor-paper, and that remain- 
ing five just glance at them, crumpie them up 
and throw m away. An advertisement in 
the papers—in Tax TRisune, that is to 
say—is read by over 60,000. It is 
something which strikes the eye of every one, 
and which he or she cannot well help reading. 
If a person desires to purchase a particular class 
of goods he turns to paper to find where to 
go. He is not in the babitof go down-town 
and hanging around street-corners in order that 
a bill may be given him which may chance to be 
that of the store he wants to visit. 

lt is the idea of these wasteful advertisers that 

THEY REACH STRANGERS 

by this means of advertising their business, but 
this is above all others the very class they do not 
reach. stranger, as soon as he ts 
to his hotel, picks up the paper, prefer- 
entially Tus Tarisungs, and looks at it to 
see where ho shall go, and what store he shall 
seck in order to buy what he wants. His in- 
formation on this subject comes exclusively 
from the papers, and the dodgers are of even 
less value to bim than they are to the Chicagoan. 
As a mere matter of profit and loss, it is all loss 
and no protit. It is one ot the most wasteful 
ways of spending money that can be imagined, 
because it advantages nobody except the job- 
* and the person who distributes the hand- 

illa, sometimes by taking the whole assortment 
and quietiy dropping them into the river or 
chucking them bebiud an ash-barrel in an alley. 

Where the distributor is zealous and tries to 
do his duty to his employer he becomes 

AN INTOLERABLE NUISANCE 

who ought to be suppressed by the police. The 
places generally sought are the crowded street- 
corners and the equally crowded waiks at the 
bridge-heads. These are places where the po- 
lice should never allow anybody to stand. A 
person seen loitering at any of these points 
should be ordered to move on, especiaily so 
when he is there simply for the purpose of shov- 
ing out his arm and pushing into somebody's 
band or arms or coat- pocket an obnoxious dodger, 
—sometimes the bilis of a business house, and 
sometimes the indecent pamphiets of quacks. Tne 
distribution is an obstruction to the thorough- 
fare and ought to be summarily disposed ot; 
and it is to be hoped that the Mayor’s ideas on 
the subject will soon be incorporated in an ordi- 
nance and will pass the Council. Then, when 
the streets are thus cleaned up, strangers will 
admit that, in one respect at least, the manage- 
ment of our thoroughfares is unobjectionabie. 

If the Mayor will p on reading Tar Tris- 
UNE, and keep on giving utterance to ideas as 
good as the one referred to above, he will suc- 
ceed in making for himseif an undying reputa- 
tion as a sensible man.

TIE LIFE OF VOLTAIRE. 

It would be difficult to compose a more 
complete biography than the one just fin- 
ished by Mr. Parton, and of which a great 
French writer is the subject. What cannot 
be told in 1,300 pages of closely printed mat- 
ter with reference to the life and writings of 
aman born in 1694 and dead in 1778, could 
not be told in as many thousand. That Mr. 
Parton could fill that number of pages with- 
out wandering into other pastures than the 
one wherein he first sought material for in- 
telligent nourishment was not to be ex- 
pectei. He has furnished a kaleidoscopic 
picture of France in the eighteenth century, 


literary men and embodied in his writings 
the restless, irreverent, skeptical spirit of 
the age in which he lived. If not a mddel 
historian, Mr. Parton is an interesting writer. 
His style is simple and natural, and he 
weaves into his web of dry historic facts so 
many vari-colored bits of current gossip 
and of secret scandal that his works 
are entitled to de called entertaining 
reading. In his “Life of Voltaire” 
Mr. Parton’s merits and his shortcomings 
are equally conspicuous. He is a strong 
partisan, and is, therefore, too partial to the 
hero whose career heis describing. He is 
discursive, and wanders so far from the 
path he starts on that itis a matter often of 
wonder how he is ever going to get back 
again to the highway. In his historical 
statements he is not always accurate in 
minor details, and is not, therefore, a trust- 
worthy guide. Inthe volume before us he 
has made geographical errors, due, apparent- 
ly to a superficial acquaintance with the 
general history of the time. And ke has 
tried so earnestly to cover every point in 
Voltaire’s career, amd to discuss every sub- 
ject that could by any possibility appear to 
be connected with the life of this extraor- 
dinary man, that his work drags and be- 
comes at times positively tedious. Mr. Par- 
ton has forgotten Voltaire’s own maxim, 
that the way to weary a reader is to tell him 
all. Yet in many respects Mr. Parton’s 
work will rank with the best productions of 
the year. Within its pages will be found, 
garnered from all accessible sources whatever 
information isin existence about Voltaire. 
The latter’s own compositions include more 
than 260 separate publications, containing 
over 50,000 printed pages. His published cor- 
respondence numbers more than 10,000 let- 
ters, and the works relating to him and his 
doings form a gatalog of 428 entries. The 


| work itself affords abundant evidence— 


aside from Mr. Purton’s own assertion—that 
all this mass of- material has been carefully 
sifted, analyzed, and considered, and, as a re- 
sult, of the many lives of Voltaire penned 
and produced by essayists and authors, Mr. 
Parton’s outranks them all in fullness andin 
completeness. Not in fairness: Voltaire may 
not have been as black as he has been paint- 
ed, but by his own writings and expressed 
opinions he ts convicted of more faults and 
moral deficiencies than Mr. Parton can cover 
with his diluted whitewash. Notin freedom 
from sins of omission: Carlyle in a coinpara- 


| tively short essay points out disagreeable 


truths which the late biographer omits al- 


most entirely or only vaguely al- 
Indes to. But in other respects Mr. 
Parton’s work is not only an 


entertaining and important contribution to 
the literary history of the reign of Louis 
XV., but it will also give its author higher 
rank among modern historians than he has 
hitherto. possessed. 

Voltaire was a writer who attempted 
almost every branch of literature with suc- 
cess. He r the popular mind with re- 
markabie accuracy. It a play failed he re- 
modeled it and made it strong where it had 
been weak, until its most severe critics were 
compelled to admire it. He was versed in 
all the arts of stimulating public curiosity 
about his works, and the prohibitions of the 
Censor only added to his income. He was 
an excellent business-man, and knew how to 
make coin breed coin. At his death he was 
reputed as being the richest literary man of 
the century. His literary attainments were 
of infinit variety, even though his range of 
thought was more limited than of 
his great rival Montesquieu. He wrote 
everything,—long and short poems, 
plays both tragic and comic, novels, 
essays, imaginary conversations, literary 
criticisms, and a sortof “ Philosophical Dic- 
tionary.”’ In ridicule he was more success- 
ful than in serious work, and in the higher 
forms of poetry he had few superiors. But 
his prose was far better than his poetry. 
Carlyle records his opinion of Voltaire in 
these words: “To abstract Voltaire and his 
activity from the eighteenth century were to 

roduce a greater difference in the existing 
— of things than the want of any other 
individual, up to this day, could have occa- 
sioned. Nay, with the single exception of 
Luther, there is, perhaps, in these modern 
a no other man of a merely intellectual 
character whose influence and reputation 
have become so entirely European as those 
of Voltaire.” Strong — this, from one 
who on many questions had no sympathy with 
the man he ores, and who never hesitated 
to speak his mind freely about King or com- 
moner. “The literary activity of the time,“ 
says Mr. Saintsbury, “one of most in- 
fluential, if not the most intrinsically valu- 
able, of all literary periods, may almost be 
limited to the manhood and old age of Vol- 
taire. 

In two such portly volumes, describing not 
Voltaire alone, but the men and manners of 
the a century, itwould be difficult 
to find a chapter in which there are not many 
facts and incidents which it would be pleas- 
ant to quote. The poet-author—gifted with 
talent to an extent that makes him a prom- 
inent figure in the world’s history—so im- 
moral in his daily life, so unscrupulous in 
his betrayal of friendships, destitute of the 
moral principle that would have given reli- 
ability to nis word of honor, physically al- 
most a coward, and yet the favored friend of 
Kings and Princes, and the one man of his 
time whose name and life are to-day as fa- 
miliar as those of acherished acquaintance— 
his is the central figure of Mr. Parton’s 1,500 
pages. But through him we are introduced 
to the pomp of Court ceremonial; to the mis- 
tresses of Kings who ruled their royal masters 
and impoverished their kingdoms; to disso- 
lute men and women who made debauchery 
a fine art and studied it assiduously by day 
and by alent to a society gay and 
corrupt, rilliant and intriguing, 
honoring intellectual ability because it min- 
istered to its pleasure and fed its vanities, 
and also because it had been made to feel its 
stings when turned instit. These are the 
elements which constitute a large portion of 
Mr. Parton’s work. To rightly appreciate 
this biography, one must begin by casting 
aside all prejudices and be just to 
ect as well as to the biographer. For the re- 
igionist will be shocked, not only at Vo- 
taire’s infidelity, but at the plain descriptions 
of — gb a —— men who

Maitre Arouet, the father of Voltaire, was 
not fond of literary men. When the son told 
him that he desired no profession except that 
of literature, the father replied, “ Literature 
is the profession of a man who wishes to be

This Edipe of Voltaire's held and turilied 
the audience. With much of the excellence of 
his two great predecessors,’ he pussessed an 
effectiveness all his own, and he provided his 
avtors with an extraordinary number of 
* points,”’ which gave them easy opportunities 
of winuing applause. . .. The fourth act 
profoundly moved the audience, and the inter- 
est was well sustained to the end. The chorus, 
sparingly used, had a happy effect, and gave 
variety as well as dignity to the performance. 
Tradition reports that in the last scene, when 
the high priest and the chorus have the stage 
almost to themselves, the author, hilarious with 
his triumph, seized the pontitf's train, and came 
in view of the spectators still bearing it. 

„Artemire,“ produced in 1720, was a fail- 
ure, although Mr. Parton gravely repeats a 
toolish story to the effect that The Abbe de 
Bussi attended a reading of the play by the 
tirst actress of the time, e. Lecouvreur, 
and cried to such an extent that he caught 
a cold from his own tears.” Mr. Parton’s 
text is full of bright sayings. Page 171, he 
terms Cardinal Dubois a “consecrated sar- 
casi,” and speaks of the Government of 
France as “a despotism tempered by epi- 
grams, and the Duke of Orleans “owed 
his death wholly to sensual indulgences of 
all kinds, sustained witha continuity of ex- 
cess of which no animal but man is capable, 
and few men besides Bourbons.” That 
Voltaire was ashrewd man of business is 
exemplitied by his transaction in the spri 
of 1733, when, as a silent partner in a firm o 
army contractors, his share of the proceeds 
of one contract alone amounted to 600,000 
franes. Here is a sentence from Mr. Parton 
that sounds somewhat familiar: “A dream 
ot a place in the country, @ lodge in some uc- 
ces ble wilderness, Where glorious things 
could be composed in peace and love, far 
from the distractions of the world,“ etc. 

Voltaire has one merit, among others: he 
does not conceal his principles, or rather his 
lack of them. Ina letter to M. Berger (p. 
339), he — — It by chance the secret of 
‘The Prodigal Son’ escapes, swear always 
that I am not the author. ‘To lie for a friend 
is friendship’s first duty.“ And again to 
Thieriot: “ Lying is a vice only when it 


does harm; itis a very great virtue when it 
does good. Be, ore virtuous than 
ever. Itis 1 to lle like a devil; not 


timidly, not for a time, but boldly and al- 
ways.“ Voltaire carried his principles into 
active practice. Here is an instance ina 
letter he wrote to the Bishop of Mirepoix, 
when he hoped to win a seat in the French 
Avademy: “ican say, then, before God., 
who hears me, that I am a good citizen and a 
true Catholic; and this I say because I have 
always been such at heart.” This Mr. Par- 
ton calls a harmless play upon words.“ 
—ͤ— he ye palliate = taire’s 12 
sentence: Mx religio des me that it 
is —— to know h to suffer. The 
God who founded it, as soon as he deigned 
to become man, was of all men the most per- 
secuted!”’ 


Voltaire’s intrigues and liaisons were 
“too numerous” even for his biog- 
rapher “to mention them all. The 


most notorious, perhaps, was that formed 
with the wife of the Marquis du Chätelet. 
Mr. Parton says: 


It was early in the summer of 1733, not later 
than June, that Voltaire and Mme. du Chatelet 
met in Paris; sue, a woman of faspion studying 
mathematics under Maupertuis, and he im- 
mersed as usual in poetry and business. They 
soon became warmly attached to one another. 
In July be add to ner a poetical epistle 
upon Ne mu styling ber in the first line re- 


spectable Emu Then we se@the lady and ber 
friend, the D@thess de Saint Pierre, surprising 
the poet in his hole.“ as be liked to call his 
lodgings in the Rue de Longpont. He did his 
best to entertain them, extemporized a repast of 
fricassed chickens, and sent them a poetical in- 
vitation to supper. She was Em to him hence- 
forth as long as she lived. Whois Emilie?’ 
asks Cidevilie, on reading the epistie on Calum- 
ny. Voltaire replies, * You are Emilie in the 
form of man, and sheis Cideville in that of 
woman.” In November she was taki lessons 
in English. “She learned it.“ wrote Voltaire. 
* in fifteen days. Already she transiates at sight; 
she has bad but five lessons of an Irish texcuer. 
Indeed, Mme. du Chatelet is a prodigy. He be- 
gan to think that women could do whatever men 
could do, and that the only difference between 
them was that women were more amiable. “ My 
little system,” he styled this uovel opinion. 
What of the Marquis du Chatelet? Nothing at 
all. He viewed this enthusiastic friendship with 
au equnamity that was ever disturbed. During 
theirviaison of sixteen years, this docile and tol- 
erant soldier frequented his abode quite as usual, 
and remained on the most cordial terms with a 
poet who lent him money, and drew the fire of a 
wife perhaps oppressively superior. Ail this, I 
iepeat, being simply inconceivable to persons of 
our race, it were useless to expend words upon 
it. These people bad amended one of the ancient 
commandments by striking out the word not, and 
adding, dut thou shalt commit no indecorum.” 
Voitaire obeyed tbis latter amendment witb in- 
genious consistency as loug as he lived. 


Carlyle irreverently speaks of Mme. du 
Chatelet as that scientific and too fascinat- 
ing. shrew.” Their long amour he calls 
“short sun-gleams, with long tropical tor- 
nadoes; touches of guitar music, soon fol- 
luwed by Lisbon earthquakes.” We hear 
very little of this stormy side from Mr. Par- 


ton. é 

And, finally, of his last days this bio- 

grapher says: 
He was 8 years of age iu 1776. His literary 
activity during the last four years of his life, as 
attested by the catalog of bis publicuuons, ex- 
ceeded that of any man of his age of wuom we 
bu ve record. It would be incredible, if the evi- 
dence of it were not visible and palpable in the 
shu pe of at least thirty works, from a four-page 
pamphlet to a commentary on the Bibie in two 
volumes, from epigrams of one stauza to five-act 
tragedies in verse. Some of these bad been writ- 
ten or partly written, in previous years; but his 
vebemence seldom permitted bim to keep a 
finished work long from the public, and nearly 
everything he wrote had an immediate and par- 
ticular object, which delay would have 
trated. In the last three tragedies, * Don Pé- 
dre.“ Irene,“ and Agathocies,” there are 
traces of the author of Merope and Zaire; 
there are even entire scenes in his best manner; 
but neither of those dramas could have been 
su lon the stage apart from the interest 
telt by the public in the author. 

On New Year's Day, 1778, when he was past 
G. he was a well-preserved and amazingly vig- 
orous old man, a prolific author, the centre of 
active interests, the animating soul of a numer- 
ous and gros! 3 gape that needed him 
every day. Doubtless be could have lived to be 
90, a beneficial existence to all who were related 
to him, if be could but have continued bis regu- 
lar and life at his own house in tae 
country. 

Mr. Parton uses Wagniére’s account of his 
death, as did Carlyle. Ile expired about a 
quarter past lLat night, with the most perfect 
tranquillity, after having suffered the cruelest 
pains, in consequence of those fatal drugs 
which his own imprudence, and especially 
that of the persons who should have looked 
to it, made him swallow. Ten minutes be- 
fore his last breath he took the hand of the 
valet-de-chambre who was watching by him, 
pressed it, and said: ‘Adieu, mon cher Mo- 
rand, je me meurs.’ Those are the last 
words uttered by M. de Voltaire.” 
No a of this great Frenchman 
could suit all readers. His self-imposed inis- 
sion was to attack superstition; to repudiate 
the domination of legends over the minds of 
men. Thus he antagonized a large and pow- 
erful class from the beginning of his career, 
and it is safe to say that even to-day his name 
is execrated by many whose prejudices are 
their sole authoriti and who have but 
little acquaintance with Voltaire thp man, 
the sovereign writer of his centdry. We 
have no sympathy with Parton's attempt to 
loss over or to Vol Its;

It is indeed a good thing. —aye, and a pleas- 
ant and profitable thing—to be a farmer’s 
daughter. Not a farm-drudge.—not a mere 
dairy-maid,—not a farm-servant, rising with 
the sun, and sleeping on a straw pallet ina 
bare and cheerlessattic. Butsuch an oneas 
Elaine Goodale paints herself as being: 
With atrue poetical love of nature; a fine, 
keen intellectual appreciation of the nobler 
things in life; and plenty of leisure to muse 
and meditate, to roam through fields and 
meadows, to write charming verses, and 
finally, to write and to keep these recollec- 
tions of a happy home life bound together, 
with the title, “Journal of a Farmer’s 
Daughter.” Here the sun shines per- 
ennially and the forest streams whirl along 
with gentle, pleasing music and melody. 
We catch glimpses of the ideal country life— 
for which the city dweller sighs “for nine 
months, and fails to find with constant weari- 


some labor durmg the balance of 
the year. Here the latch-string hangs 
ready for our touch at all seasons, 


and “Sky-Farm” welcomes us within its 
modest purtals in the winter frosts or when 
the summer has brougit all things to blos- 
som and to fruit. e have known of the 
Goodale Sisters through their Sky-Farm 
yetry, remarkable for its purity and grace. 
Sut pow we have a personal acquaintance 
with one of the singers, and we find her gift- 
ed with a brilliant imagination, endowed 
with a marked command of Jangua and 
not deficient in a sense of humor which en- 
livens her descriptions of farm-life, It is a 
child that speaks, but the child has maturity 
of thought and feeling, strained at times, but 
norally pleasing. Now and then the girl- 
shness breaks outin the 22 of some 
picture, or in a pa sh emotes of description, 
and a crudeness of philosophical expressions.

“ No Gentlemen“ is a bright and charming 
story, written by aChicago girl, and pub- 
lished and prited by Henry A. Sumner & Co. 
The quotation on the title-page, * All in the 
summer weather,” disarms the criticism that 
the book is without plot, and without thrill- 
ing incident. It is the story of the expe 
rience of five girls just out of school in 
the castle of the typical New England 
old maid, who has been persuaded 
to open her house to summer boarders, 
In her advertisement the old lady shows 
her colors by saying. No gentlemen want- 
ed.“ Of course the one gentiem an in all the 
world least wanted comes here and meets his 
fate in the bright girl who is the leader of 
the party of tive. There is a vein of real 
deviltry — through the book, and an 
original way of putting thungs”’ that offers 
much promise for the author’s future work. 
One of the best things in the book is the de- 
scription of the picnic, where “' Jabe,” the 
wisely-stupid man-servant of Miss Bounce, 
the old maid, meditates on what he “ate for 
breakfast to gi’ him such an appetite.” 
** Jabe”’ says some delightfully funny things. 
He has the genuine philosophy of the 
Yankee man-servant, and he is an excellent 
character sketch. Another witty description 
is Miss Bounce’s perturva tion avout her old- 
fashioned bonnet, showing, as it does, that 
there is a soft spot in the old lady’s hard 
heart after all. Altogether the book has 
good promise in it that a fresh, bright writer 
has entered the Western field. 


GLACIERS. 

The object of the handsome, large quarto 
volume which has been prepared by Messrs. 
N. S. Shaler and W. M. Davis has been to 
present a body of graphic illustrations of 
glacial phenomena, with an accompanying 
explanatory text, rather than to attempt to 
furnish a complete history of glaciation or of 
ice-action in the history of the earth. The 
volume is very finely gotten up, and, if we 
read the preface aright, is but one of a series 
of volumes of Illustrations of the Earth's 
Surface, to be severally entitled Glaciers, 
Mountains, Voleanoes, and Earthquakes, 
Lakes and Plains, Rivers and Valleys, the 
Sea and Its Shores, Structure of Rocks, and 
the Effects of Life. In them, wherever prac- 
ticable. the iNustrations will be reproduced 
from photographs, and the text will be ar- 
ranged so as to give a connected idea of the 
more essential facts and theories that be- 
long to each subject. Each of the volumes 
will be as independent of the others as it is 
possible to have it, the only connection being 
in the plan that underlies the whole. 

There is no question as to the value of such 
a series of works. Natural science truths 
are best taught by observation or by accurate 
pictorial reproduction, and the high standing 
of the authors insures accuracy in the text. 
But, if these volumes are intended for use as 
text-books, their price would be an effectual 
bar to their general use. The set will cost 
from 880 to $100,—a sum which but few geo- 
logical students would be able or care to pay. 
Ten dollars a volume may not be too high a 
price, when the outlay involved is taken into 
consideration, but it is a large sum to put 
into a single text-book on a comparatively 
slight branch of a great subject. Barring the 
price, the volume is ail that could be desired, 
and sums up the glacial theories, as devel- 
oped by others, fairly and clearly. The dif- 
ferent chapters cover a wide range of subjects 
which are, properly speaking, merely sketched 
or outlined by Prof. Shaler. He treats of 
existing glaciers; distribution of ancient gla- 
ciers; work ot the 1 time; origin ann 
nature of the glacial periods; ancient — 
periods: climatal conditions of glacial pe, 
riods: effect ot glaciers on the altitude of 
landa, of glaciation on the life of the earth, 
and tu the history of man, etc. There is also 
appended a list of works on glaciers and 
glaciation.

THEOLOGICAL WORKS. 

The Bible consists of sixty-six different 
compositions, which were originally written 
in Hebrew, Chaidee, and Greek. These por- 
tions of Scripture were composed at various 
times, through a period of at least 1,600 
years. The whole book is regarded by many 
nillions of people as inspired and infallible 
as originally produced. At the present 
moment only a small proportion of the civ- 
ilized world look upon the Bible as a merely 
human production, And the common En- 
glish translation is in the hands of nearly 
every Protestant family on the globe, and is 
read daily by all Protestant Christians and 
studied bynumberless multitudes as con- 
talnhg the only authoritative religious 
teachings to be found in any record. Hence 
every help to the comparison of Scripture 
with Scripture, and to the easy finding of any 
text in Holy Writ, must be hailed with glad- 
ness by all of these millions of people. 
And a good Concordance stands prom- 
inent among such helps. Among 
the many Concordances of the 
Hebrew Bible that of Julius First is con- 
ceded to hold the first place. That of 
Trommius is deemed the best upon the

In 1343, George V. Wigram issued his 
Englishman's Hebrew and Chaldee Con- 
cordance,” and in 1856 he published his 
Englishman's Greek Concordance to the 
New Testament.“ Soon after these yaluable 
works appeared Wilson’s “ Bible Students’ 
Guide,” an English, Hebrew, and Chaldee 
Lexicon and Concordance, and afterwards 
the “ Critical Greek and English Concord- 
ance to the New Testament,” by C. H. Hud- 
son, I. L. Hastings, and Ezra Abbott. These 
works, however, were all intended mainly 


for the use of Hebrew and Greek scholars. 
‘The great work of Atexander Cruden, the 
last edition of which, by himself, was pub- 
lished more than a century ago, has, until 


recently, been regarded as by far 
the most complete Concordance of 
the English Scriptures for the use 


of common readers. Many abridgments 
and several imitations of it have been issued 
at different times; but it has held its pre- 
eminence until the appearance of the Analyt- 
ical Concordance by Robert Young, LL.D., 
an accomplished Oriental scholar, of Ed- 
inburg, Scotland. This new work was pub- 
lished in 1879, and has been lately republished 
in this country. It is the design of the author 
to lead the simplest reader to a more cor- 
rect understanding of the common English 
Bible by a reference to the original words in 
the Hebrew and Greek, with their varied 
shades of meaning, as explained by the recent 
critics,” All the English words in our ver- 
sion of the Bible, except such particles as 
an, the, of, ete., are given, the pas- 
sages in which they are found are referred to 
in order. Also the Hebrew, Chaldee, and 
Greek words to which the English words 
correspond are — Along with the Eu- 
glish words are inserted all the proper names 
of the Bible in alfabetical order. Then, all 
the words are exactly defined, proper names 
and original Hebrew and Greek terms in- 
cluded, and their several meanings are

INDIANAPOLIS POOR-FARM. 


Accumulating Evidence of Bratality in 
ö That Establishment. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 15.—The Poor- 

Farm investigation was continued this morn- 

ing before the County Commissioners. Mrs. 

Susan Pratt, an inmate aged 70, firet testified. 

She and four adult daughters are all inmates 

of the Asylum. Her daughter Amanda is 

subject to fits. Dr. Culbertson ordered her 
roughly to leave the place. She left, but upon 
returning was placed in the insane ward by 

Culbertson. Culbertson treated her roughly, 

and Superintendent Wright refused to in- 

terfere, saying he sangtlonéd all Culbert- 
son had done. Witness told how Mary Biood- 
well had been whipped by Wright for 
lying near the steam-coils in order to get 
warm She described Wright’e cowhide, 
Wright struck Mrs. Bloodwell with a stick at 
the steam-coils and with a cowhide in the 
room, She was insane. Witness deseribed 
how Big Moll” was dragged to a cell while 
under the influence of morphine, Witness 
saw Dr. Culbertson bring a rope to tie her, 

The Commissioners here stated that they had 

ordered Wright to take all the steam-coll out 

of the chavel, as religious services had been 
abandoned by the eity cheney man. 

George Woodfield testified: Had been em- 
ployed as gardener on the Poor-Farm. He 

ronounced the diet unwholesome. But, as 

— did not seem familiar with the way affairs 
were managed at the Asyium, this witness 
was dismissed, 
Mary Peirce, who had charge of the insane 
at the Asylum, wascalled. Shetestified as to 
the imprisonmentof Matian Pritchard at one 
time in the cells for nine days. Said Barbara 
Stephenson had been put into a crib eight or 
nine months ago. Witness denied having 
seen Wright pour the contents of a spittoon 
in Barbara Stephenson’s face, though that 
is charged against him. She heard Sarbara 
sayin Wright’s presence that he had done 
this, and he did not deny it. Being asked if 
she had been drunk since Wright took charge 
at the Farm, Miss Peirce strenuously denied 
the allegation. 

The afternoon session began by the cross-ex- 
amination of Mary Peirce. She said in sub- 
stance: There are forty-five insane women 
in the Asylum; there are about twenty of 
them that at times are very dangerous; the 
woman Mary Barry was put in a crib that 
was only a box made of slats; a person can 
neither stand nor sit while in the erib, but 
can only lie down and turn over; Mary was 
placed in the crib because she refused to re- 
main in the insane ward; the food furnished 
to the inmates was not always good; the mo- 
lasses Was very poor stuff. 

George Woodtield recalied: I said to Maj. 
Gordon in my chief examination that | had 
seen no cruel treatment to the inmates while 
in the ward, but I bave seen cruel treatment 
to inmates when they were out of the wards; 
saw Wright whip larry White with a cow- 
hide; he whipped him on the back, legs, and 
face; 1 should judge that he struck him fif- 
teen or twenty licks. 

Mary J. German sworn: I have been at the 
Asylum for thirty-five years. I have nothi 
to complain of about treat mont there. 
was never stopped by any one since 1 have 
been there. 

Isaac Devee swore: I am an inmate of the 
Asylum. I know when Mr. Wright came 
there. ISaw Wright whip a boy by the name 
ot Thomas. The boy had become frightened 
at a dog, and for that Wright cowhided him, 
Ile whipped him rather hard. He . 
the blood. The Thomas boy is an idiot, He 
seldom if ever talks. When the dog had 
seared bim he did not make any noise, but 
simply threw up his hands and tried to get 
out of his way. The boy has lost hiss h 
within the past five years. 1 think Wr 
had the rawhide in his hand when the boy 
got scared, 

John A. Bryant swore: [ was employed at 
the Poor-Farm a few days puting in some 
water-pipes, etc. ISaw Wright whip the boy 
Oliver Thomas with a cowhide, shoul 
think the cowhide was three feet long. After 
the boy had been whipped I think he walked 
out in garden. He whipped the boy very 
hard, did not hear Wrignt say that he 
would knock the boy down. 


SWINDLING THE TREASURY 


Refunding Stolen Money. 

WASmxdrox, D. C., June 16.—The report 
made by the Committee of Investigation to 
inquire into the manner lu which the Treas 
ury Contingent Fund was expended Secre- 
tary Windom, for some inexplicable reason, 
declines to make public. This gives rise to 
the very serious apprehension that Windom 
is seeking to screen higher game than Pit- 
ney, the custodian, under whose direction in- 
termediately the money was paid out. One 
method ef expenditure seems to have been 
this: Those in the ring who furnished sup- 
plies had a habit of making out bills and get- 
ting pay upon them for goods never delivered. 
Since the report of the Investigating Commit- 
tee has been handed in to Secretary Win- 
dom, a streak of conscience has afflicted 
several such dealers, Thesum of $100 was 
to-day turned into the Treasury by an out- 
sider who had bought horses under the Pit- 
ney management of the Treasury Contingent 
Fund. This restitution was made because 
of the warmth of the scent. A city boeok- 
seller yesterday turned into the Treasury— 
or that sum was turned in in his name—the 
amount of $650 for over-payment for file- 
holders, Thisis the case mentioned some 
time ago, where that sum of money went out 
for file-holders which never came Ay It was 
alleged that Secretary Sherman had applied 
the money to paying for his campaiga print- 
ing. A city dealer has returned a lot of car 
peting which the Committee was looking up. 
A hardware firm has made restitution to the 
Treasury to the amount of 8800.

Conference Between the Canal 
Commissioners and the 
Mayor. 


An Agreement Arrived at and a 


Prospect of a Speedy Be- 
ginning. 


The Canal Commissioners called on Mayor 
Harrison yesterday morning, and had an in- 


formal confereuce with him for an hour 


about the proposed Bridgeport pumping- 


works. ‘There were present Commissioners 


Glover, Kingman, and Shaw, Superintendent 
Thomas, City Engineer Cregier, and Corpo- 
ration Counsel Adams, 


Commissioner Glover read the joint resolu- 
tion of the Legislatare, introduced by Sena- 
tor Munn, authorizing the Board to spend 
$10,000. to get water from the Desplaines and 


Lane’s Lake, or, lu lieu thereof, to accept 


from the city a supply from the Chicago 


River if furnished by Sept. 1. 

Mayor Harrison said it was : 

UTTERLY IMPOSSIBLE TO ERECT THE ree 
by that time, and the Canal Commissioners 
would not allow navigation to be luterfered 
with. 
Commissioner Glover suggested that the 
city begin and go ahead as rapidly as possi- 
ble with what would not interfere with navi- 
gation,—building the house, getting the en- 
gines, etc. ‘The Board could ask the Mayor 
to suspend operarions, and would then be 
estopped from finding fault because of fail- 
ure to complete the works within the speci- 
tied time. 

Mr. Adams said the limitation in the reso- 
lution was not peremptory. The Board could 
accept the water after Sept. 1. 

Mayor Harrison remarked that he was 
thoroughly in favor of erecting the works, 
not for the sake of thecity alone, but because 
they would beneiit the People along the canal. 
The Council had appropriated $175,000, but 
that wasn’t enough. Iowever, it would 
probably last until the beginning of the next 
fiscal year, when an additional sum could be 
set aside. 

Mr. Adams said a contract could be let as 
soon as the Council appropriated the money. 
It wasn’t necessary to wait until the money 
was in the Treasury. 

Commissioner Glover asked the Mayor 
IF HE WAS SASISFIED $175,000 was NOT 

ENOUGH, 

The Mayor was not, but was afraid of it, 
judging from the bids received last year. 
Mr. Cregier’s estimate was $225,000. But he 
didn’t want to make the city liable for a very 
large amount. 

Mr. Adams suggested that the contract 
could be made subject to the discretion of 
the Commissioners as to whether the work 
should go on. 

The Mayor said the machine-shops were 
flooded with orders, and the construction of 
engines could not be pressed except at an 


enormous expense. 
Superintendent Thomas sald evprsthing 
could be done without interfe ith navi- 


gation except the building of the lock, and 
that could be constructed during the winter. 
But the pumping-works must be ready to run 
at the close of navigation, or the supply of 
water would be cut off. 

Mr. Cregier said ® would take six or seven 
months to get the engines, In the meantime, 
though, the house, etc., could be gotten 
ready fur them. 

Some talk followed about the selection of 
the ground for the works, the Commissioners 
agreeing, when they knew what the city 
wanted, to loo* it over and take action. There 
were some squatters on the land, but they 
could be gotten rid of; and, if necessary, the 
Board could condemn the elevator and re- 
move the railroad-tracks, or at least have the 
latter so fixed that they would not interfere 
with the city. 

Mr. Cregier stated that proposals for the 
engines had been advertised for, and the bids 
would be opened July 8. ° 

Both the Mayor and Canal Commissioners 
were satisfied with the result of the confer- 
ence, and the pumping-works will undoubt- 
edly be commenced this season.

WASHINGTON. D. C., June 17.— The reports 
of the reappearance of “locusts” in differ- 
gut portions of the West have naturally ex- 
gited a great deal of alarm. This apprehen- 
sion is fully justified when the damage done 
by the ravages of the genuine locust is re- 
membered. It will be a relief to farmers, to 
consumers, and to all whose interests depend 
gpon successful crops, to know that the 
locusts which are now appearing are not the 
destructivelocusts, but are the comparatively 


harmless harvest-fly,“ which appears perl- 


odically at intervals of thirteen and seventeen 
years respectively, according to the tribe to 
which the insects may belong. It will also 
be reassuring to know that the statement is 
made upon the authority of the most eminent 


entomvlogist of this country,— 
PROF. RILEY, 


Chief of the United States Entomological 


Commission, who is soon to be restored to 


his position as Chief of the Bureau of En- 
tomology, Agricultural Department, from 
which he was removed when the great Le 
Duc attempted to eliminate all scientific 


knowledge from that Department. 


Prof. Riley, speaking of the appearance of 
these locusts, and of the apprehensions that 


are excited on account of them, says: 


The people are being misled by the popular 
application of the term “locust” to the in- 
sects Which are now appearing in IIIinois 
and Arkausas. These insects are not the de- 
structive locusts which have heretofore done 


so much damage, but are the comparatively 
harmless 

PERIODICAL CICADA, 
or harvest-fly, otherwise dubbed in this coun- 
try **seventeen-year locust,”’ or merely “lo- 
cust.” There are a seventeen-year race (Ci-

civilized eyes had witnessed this fair Conti- 
nent, and feel sure that, just as the woods are 
now ringing with the hoarse cry of these 
Cicadas, so they rang with the same cry in 
the month of June, say 329 years before the 
birth of Christ. ;

A FEARFUL HALF-HOUR. 


Lives of Cincinnati Millionaires in Im- 
minent Peril. 
Cincinnati Commercial. 

In the early days of the Cincinnati South- 
ern, before it had attained its present system, 
and immediately after the road had been 
opened for traflic to Somerset, occurred 
an event the recollection of which even to 
this day serves to bring out goose flesh on 
those who at that time were cognizant of the 
impending disaster. 

Within a few days after passenger travel 
began, the officers of the Southern sent invi- 
tations for a trip over the road to all of Cin- 
cinnati’s wealthiest men and heaviest tax- 
payers, and on the morning of the excursion 
dozens of carriages left the Burnet house, 
the place of meeting, and conveyed them 
across the river to Ludlow, where the spe- 
cial,” headed by No. 1, the crack engine, with 
Mat Coombs at the lever, was in waiting. 
Miles N. Beatty, now Superintendent of the 
Southern Division, was conductor. When 
all the excursionists were on board, the en- 
gineer and conductor went into Train-Dis- 
patcher Cooledge’s office, where they read and 
signed the following order, and placed copies 
in their pockets: 

Meet and pass No. 2, north-bound pas- 
senger-train, at Williamstown.” 

To Williamstown for delivery to the north- 

und passenger-train on arrival, was sent 
the following order: 

. , Conductor: Meet and pass south- 
bound special a Williamstown.” 

So that the situation stood thus—either 
train reaching the place indicated first was to 
go on the siding and wait there until the one 
coming from the opposit direction had ar- 
rived and gone ahead on the clear track. Of 
the wealthy passenger-load some were seat- 
ed chatting, others were standing on the plat- 
forms, and still others on the summer car, 
when, glancing up and down his train, the con- 
ductor, finding everything in good order and 
readiness, waved his hand to the watching 
engineer, and the special pulled out, slowly 
at Urst, but as it moved on the speed in- 
creased until it went out of sight around the 
curve a-tlying, and a little later a rumbling 
sound told of its crossing the trestle, and that 
it was welland fairly started on the way 
south. It was understood that extra fast 
time was to be made, and to offer no obstacle 
the track had been cleared of everything save 
the passenger-train referred to. 

One-half hour after the start from Lud- 
low, No. 2, fifteen minuets behind time, 
reached Williamstown, at which place the 
standing rule was imperative that conductors 
should at oh times stop and inquire for or- 
ders. Stuppip § only long enough to unload a 
passenger in the mud, the conductor, thinking 
only of making. up lost time, signaled the 
engineer, and the train went on. 

‘he horrified operator from his window 
saw No. 2 flash northward to what seemed 
inevitable destruction, asthe telegraph line 
between his room and Ludlow was unbroken 
by a single instrument, and at that moment 
two trains at high rates of speed were rapid- 
ly pyre the distance between each other 
ov the single track. He telegraphed at once 
to Ludlow that No. 2 has passed without 
stopping for orders.“ 

All color left the face of Train-Dispatcher 
Cooledge as he received the message, and as 
he communicated the dire intelligence to 
Jack Redmond, Master of Transportation, 
that individuai’s coutenance assumed a sim- 
ilar hue. With him to think was to act. Step- 
ping to the station-door he quietly beckoned 
several men to him and composedly gave in- 
structions to each. One-half dozen of 
them went on the double-quick in different 
directions for physicians. The station-keep- 
er went into the warehouse and gathered to- 
gether sponges, baskets, materials for splints 
and soft muslin for bandages. Meanwhile 
other einployés had run up to the engine- 
house, and starting a fire under an idle loco- 
motive had hitched on to a caboose and 
backed down in front of the station where the 
car was transformed at once intoa hospital 
coach. To all save Redmond and Cooledge 
these preparations were mysterious. ‘The re- 
lief-train was soon in readiness, but did not 
start. Redmond, seated at his desk and esti- 
mating the rate of speed at which the trains 
were moving, calculated about where the 


collision would take place. Some of the pas- 


sengers would escape unhurt, and oneof 
them would hasten at once on horseback to 
Williamstown, the nearest point, for medical 
aid. Here the operator would learn the ex- 
act locality of the accident and send a dis- 
patch to Ludlow. Possessed of this infor- 
mation Redmond could send his waiting en- 
gine and car, with its corps of physicians and 
nurses, to the spot at the rate of nearly a 
mile a minute. The other and slower plan 
would be to have let the relief“ start out 
and cautiously find its way around the many 
curves. He chose the wiser course. The 
scene in the train-dispatcher’s office was 

ainful. Cooledge, leaning over the silent 
nstrument, watched it with feverish eyes as 
if to read its secrets before transmission. 
On another chair was Redmond, with big 
globes of perspiration coming from the pores 
of his face and rolling down unheeded. 
Neither man spoke. Five, ten, twenty, thirty 
minutes that seemed like ages passed, when 
came a sharp click. It was Williamstown call- 
ing Ludlow. Cooledge’s hair rose up on end 
he gave the response. Redmond stood up 
and placed a hand on the door-knob, The 
next moment Cooledge fairly yelled, “ No 
collision. No. 2 has just backed into Will- 
jiamstown.” The, two men shook hands with 
the same vigor as if they were twin brothers 
and hadn’t met for a thousand years. 

It was then ascertained that, by the most 
fortunate circumstances, the trains had siin- 
ultaneously entered froin opposit ends upon 
the longest piece of straight track between 
the two telegraph stations, andinstantaneous 
applications of brakes had brought them toa 
stop within twenty feet of each other. No. 2, 
recognizing the special's“ right of way, 
backed to Williamstown, where it went on 
the siding, and Cinciynati’s millionaires and

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There appeared in a recent number of the 
Jewelers’ Circular, a publication patronized 
by the watéhmaking and jewelry trades, a 
letter from W. H. Thorp, of Beaver Dam, 
Wis., who signed it in his eapacity of Secre- 
tary of the Wisconsin Retail Jewelers’ Pro- 
tective Association. The burden of Mr. 
Thorp’s complaint was that for a long time 
past wholesale jewelry houses, nearly all 
located in Chicago, had been supplying 
goods to outsiders at wholesale prices. It 
was stated that jobbers had sold at regular 
rates to dry-goods men, grocery-keepers, 
druggists, dealers in notions and gentle- 
men's furnishing goods, and the like. The 
claim made was that this trade should have 
come through the regular authorized, simon- 
pure, trade-mark-on-the-bottle jeweler of the 
town, city, or village in which the purchaser 
might reside. The trade paperin question 
indorsed the sentiments of the letter, blam- 
ing jobbers for selling goods to anybody 
outside the trade proper.

* wife” was very sick. Ille was advised to 
do what he could for her, but soon went 
again to the woman’s door and asked her to 
come and see his wife, The woman and her 
husband dressed, went te Bower's room and 
suw Jusephine—dead. At the Jackson-street 
saloon, a beer-hall frequented by a rough 
class of men, the reporter was informed that 
Josephine had been employed to play the 
piano from 8 to 12 at night, and was paid 
31.50 each night. The proprietor of the place 
assured the reporter chat, although Josephine 
drank considerable, she was not even tipsy 
on Tuesday evening.

“Office of the Certificate Company.”’ 
It begun, Dear madam,” and stated politely 
but insinuatingly that it was in accurdance 
with a plan followed by no other publisime 
house that the inclosed magnificent marriage 
certificate, duly filled with your name and 
that of your husband, was sent. As reasons 
for thus sending unsought marriage certifi- 
eates to unsuspecting couples, the polite cir- 
cular went on to say that “the Certifi- 
cate Company” desired to convinee the 
person addressed of the superior beauty of 
the chrome-lithographed marriage certificate 
by thus placing it directly before her. “Our 
experience has taught us,” continued this 
affable cireular, ** that those who would not 
risk their money in ordering certificates they 
had never seen are in nearly every instance 
delighted to receive them in this manner, 
whereby we assume all of the risk and they 
none.” At this point the engaging circular 
raises its voice as it were in a trifle larger 
and italicized type, and continues: 

It is not necessary for us to enlarge upon 
the value and importance to every husband 
and wife of having in their house a certificate 
of their marriage. Assuming that everybody 
appreciates this facet, we have employed the 
highest skill of the artist and lithographer in 

roducing the most clegant certificates in the 

Tnited States, or such as can be handsomely 
framed and made an ornament for the parlor 
of any home.”’ The type again changes to a 
full-face block letter eguivalent toa stage- 
whisper, and the circular says in so many 
words, “If the accompanying marriage cer- 
tificate pleases you, and you desire to keep 
it, you will please inuclose 31 in the printed 
envelope. which we send herewith, and 
mail it to us, If, however (and once 
more the type drops to a soft under- 
tone), it does: not suit your fancy, or 
if for any other reason you do not wish to 
keep it, please inclose it again carefully in 
the pasteboard tube, place a two-cent stamp 
upon it and remail ic to our address; and we 
beg of you to bear distinctly in mind that you 
are under no obligation to keep it simpiy be- 
cause we send it or because we have gone to 
the extra trouble of filling it out with your 
names. This we did without your order or 
solicitation, and whatever loss is involved 
falls entirely upon us, and no blame can at- 
tach to you.” 

A blank space was left after the printed 
name of the clergyman. An“ N. B.“ in the 
circular suggests in the most friendly man- 
ner that “it is advisable to have him sign 
this at once, as it adds materially to the value 
of the document, and is often delayed until, 
through death or removals, it cannot be ob- 
tained at all.“ The circular closes: * With 
sincere regards, we have the honor to be, re- 
spectfully yours, —— Certificate Company.” 

Upon receiving this friendly and delicate 
matter. the amused bridegrooin laid it away 
and took pains by inquiring to inform himself 
that the publishing house in question really 
did a large business in this way. Agents and 
correspondents all over the country secure 
marriage notices as promptly as possible, and 
send them to the house in Seuthern Ohio. 
‘The certificates are sent out with names and 
date tilled in, and it is estimated that out of 
every hundred of these gaudy documents 
forwarded on trial perhaps not one-third are 
returned to the publishers.

SELECTING HUSBANDS. 

A Turkish slave-ship was captured the 
other day by an English vessel, and the slaves 
it confained, consisting of seventy women 
and ten men, were liberated. The men vol- 
unteered into the Egyptian army, but it was 
more difficult to dispose of the women. Un- 
der the treaty concluded between the En- 
glish Government and the Khedive the im- 
portation and exportation of slaves are for- 
bidden; but the detention and sale of slaves 
in the country are permitted for about six 
years longer in Egypt and eleven years in 
the Soudan. Several officers accordingly 
came to the Pasha of tue district with offers to 
buy some of the female slaves, but the Pasha 
declared that he would not part with them 
unless they got married. He then an- 
nounced that any soldier or civilian wish- 
ing to marry one of the slaves 
would have to pay six thalers for her 
dowry, but that the women would be allowed 
to choose their husbands from among those 
who should present themselves for the pur- 
pose. A great number of men, chiefly sol- 
diers. assembled on the day appointed for the 
selection. The women were so shy that they 
‘*huddied together like a flock of sheep,” 
and could not be induced to move. At last 
one of them, taking courage, advanced slow- 
ly toa black Egyptian Sergeant, who was 
anything but young or handsome, and put 
her hand on his shoulder as a sign that he 
was the man she wished to marry. Her ex- 
ample was instantly followed by the other 
women, who rushed torward to choose their 
husbands as if they feared to be too late. It 
was now the men’s turn to say whether they 
accepted the selection. All were satisfied but 
five, and even the five women who were con- 
sequently obliged to choose again were ulti- 
mately provided with husbands. 

A HAPPY ENDING. 

Mr. Theodore Stanton, son of the Hon. 
Henry B. Stanton, of New York, was mar- 
ried May 19, at the American Legation in 
Paris, to Mile. Marie Marguerite de Berry, 
of Paris.

i bey are too small, and there are not enough 
of thein, to justify the use of a special car, or 
a safe, to keep them in en route, and too val- 
uable to take any risks. The result is, that 
they come through by express, at a trifling 
expense, from the Chienso buyer's agent in 
New York, to whom they are consigned, and 
who, under the present system, has an op- 
portunity to inspect the siones on their ar- 
rival from Europe, and, in brief, see that they

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened with some nervousness on ac- 
count of the heavy closing of the day before. 
Business began with a formidable demoustra- 
tion by the bears. A more determined assault 
was never made. Blocks of Lake Shore were 
thrown on the market tili 50,000 shares had been 
sold. The price went of oaly IK. to 126%. When 
it rallied the same tactics were repeated. Deal- 
ings in New York Central were in 500 and 1.000 
sbare lots. Orders for small lots at the lower 
quotations of the day could not be filled. This 
was believed to indicate that the sales were to 
intiuence tne market and not to dispose of stock. 
Broxers in a position to know express the opin- 
ion that the sales of Lake Shore were not 
“washes.”’ It is nearly incredible that any com- 
bination, no matter how powerful, should 
venture to sell 50,000 shares of Lake Shore short. 
Transactions were very heavy, and by noon 
dealings footed up 290,000 shares. St. Paul was 
the weakest of the active stocks, selling down in 
a few minutes from 1234 to 10. It easily recov- 
ered, sold down again, and closed at 123. Union 
Paciie was very heavily dealt in, and 
showed a great deal of strength, not going be- 
low 127%. and closing at 128%. Peoria, Decatur 
& Evansville was one of tbe sensations of the 
day, rising from 49% to S6%. The point ot a 
few days ago to buy this stock for 55 this week 
has been more than fulfilied. At the close the 
market was strong. The bears were covering 
on general principies, and on the circuiacion of 
a rumor that the Trunk Line difficulty had been 
settled. Tere was some indication of an arti- 
ficial tonic atthe close, but on the whole, the 
closing was strong. 

Taken as a whole, the demostration of the 
bears was a failure. 

Keene was credited with a prominent part in 
the attack on the general list, and Wverishoefer 
was believed to be one of the largest buyers. 
Keene sold a great deal of St. Paul. 

Gould was eucouraging the decline. There is 
excelient authority for believing that he has 
sold out most of his long stock. 

The Vanderbilts hold the key of the present 
situation as regards the harmony of the trunk 
lines, and can prolong the present discord indeti- 
nitly or stop itatonce. They were thought yes- 
terday to be buyers, and are reported to have se- 
cured a great deal of stock. 

A New York dispatch states that Keene sold 
Nortbwest and bought Central Pacific, but that 
the Northwest people did not think their stock 
was going down, as the earnings are immense. 
Last week the increase was S112, 000. 

Bears in Lake shore predicted 124 for it this 
week. Large amounts were sold on outside or- 
ders. Railroad men have been selling it for sev- 
eral days. 

Stocks were easy to borrow. Michigan Central 
as an exception lvaned at a premium. Every- 
body can see the reason for selling Michigan 
Central short, on account of the failure of the 
wheat crop along its line. Hence, too many will 
sell too much of it, and there will probably be a 
rise instead ot a fall. 

It is significant that notwithstanding the re- 
ported explosion of the Southwestern pool ship- 
pers in Chicago yesterday could not obtain any 
voncessions trom freight agents. The represent-

STEAM-BOILERS. 


All About a New Way of Bursting Them 
Also, a New Kind Which Are War- 
ranted Not to Explode. 

Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Prrrsnund, Pa., June 17.—D. T. Lawson, 
of Wellsville, O., has just demonstrated the 
practicability ot Bursting steam-boilers. The 
experiment was made a few miles above 
the city on the Monongahela River. Asmall 
party of boilermakers and scientists were on 
hand at the time set for the explosion, but it 
took so much time to get up steam that most 
of them left before anything was done on 
this oceasion. Previous tests had been made 
at various degrees of pressure, from eighty to 

L pounds. On this occasion it was deter- 

mined to put the pressure up toabout one-half 

the strength of the boiler. The first test was 
made at 225 pounds, but produced no other 
apparent effect than a sudden shock or jar 
that was distinctly felt in the bomb-proofs. 

The pressure was allowed to reach 385 

pounds before the next test was applied. 

The valve which lets the steam out of the 

builer into the cylinder was scarcely out of 

its seat until the explosion came with ter- 
rifiec force. The very earth shook, so great 
was the concussion. The momentary 
quiet which followed the deafening noise 
of escaping steam and fiying pieces 
of the boiler was broken by arushing shower 
of condensed steam, pieces of iron, brick, 
mortar, and debris of various kinds. Mr. 
Lawson and his companion, who rushed out 
of the bomb-proof as soon as the explosion 
occurred. were completely drenched by this 
peculiar downpour. Contrary to expecta- 
tions, the heads, which were the weakest 
parts of the boiler, were not broken. The 
hull was literally torn away from them, at 
least from one of them, the other not having 
deen found at last accounts. The 
plates were ripped into shreds 
from the size a dollar bill 
to that of a saddle skirt. The ruptures did 
not follow the grain of the iron, but went in 
every direction. Notwithstanding the boiler 
was well-filled with water, there Was no er“ 
dence of a drop having been in it when it 
went off. The concussive effect of the sud- 
den transformation of water into steam, 
which requires 1,700 times more space than 
the water, is what produced the explosion. 
Mr. Lawson has one of his improved boilers 
on the ground ready to apply the same 
tests, or even more trying ones, in 
order to determine whether he has really 
discovered the true remedy. These tests 
will probably be made next week. He says 
that to fully comprehend the hitherto mys- 
terious cause of boiler explosions the fol- 
lowing unalterable natural laws must be un- 
derstood, and, to prevent explusions, these 
laws must be obeyed instead of being vio- 
lated, as has been the case in the construc- 
tion of boilers from the first use of steam as 

a motive power: Under the normal pressure 

of the atmosphere water boils at a heat of 

212 degrees Fahrenheit, and it cannot be 

made auy hotter unless confined under 

pressure, for the escaping steam will 

carry off the heat as fast as the fire can im- 

part it. When confined in a steam boiler, if 

a pressure of ten pounds to the square inch 

is required, the water must be heated to 238 

degrees, at which heat we get the desired 

pressure. If forty pounds pressure to the 
square inch is desired, the heat in the water 
must reach 298 degrees, If 100 pounds press- 
ure, the heat in the water must be raised to 
338 or the pressure cannot be obtained. Now, 
these laws of heat and resulting pressure are 
as firmly fixed as the laws by which the earth 
revolves, and their inexorable demands must 
be complied with or the terrible consequences 
of their violation endured. “When water 
is thus superheated the engineer opens the 
cylinder port, and instantly the steam fills 
the cylinder, creating a4 vacuum to that ex- 
tent over the superheated water in the boiler, 

a portion of which burstsinto steam to re- 

store the reduced pressure, instantly strik- 

ing every squareinch of the boiler with a 

concussive force many fold greater than the 

regular pressure of the steam, and conse- 
quently the numerous explosions that occur 
just as the steam is turned into the cylinder 
at starting. and before its passage from the 

This was the 

plan of the experiment which has just been 

concluded here with perfect success in all of 
its details.
